CITES RULES FOR 
TRUCK OPEItATION

By R. C. Ashby, As 50 ciate Chief in Liv e 
Stock M arketin g, U n iversity of 
Illin ois.—WNU Service, 
Fu ll load s, stead y u se, high per­ 
cen tage of backhau ls an d carefu l 
han d lin g are fou r essen tials in su c­ 
cessfu l operation of motor tru cks. 
Tn ese facts are poin ted ou t in a 
stu d y w'hich the d epartmen t of ag­ 
ricu ltu ral econ omics, Un iversity of 
Illin ois, college of agricu ltu re, has 
completed in co-operation with 15 
tru ck operators who kept record s of 
their 
activities 
in hau lin g farm 
prod u cts over a on e-year period . 
Three gen eral laws of bu sin ess 
are d emon strated by the d ata ob­ 
tain ed , even in the small n u mber 
of tru cks on which record s were 
kept. 
In the first place, costs d e­ 
crease with the volu me of ou tpu t, 
in this case miles covered . Secon d , 
lower costs ten d to resu lt in low’er 
prices or charges for hau lin g, an d , 
third , total earn in gs in crease as vol­ 
u me in creases. 
The greater the n u mber of miles 
d riven , the less the operatin g cost 
a mhie an d hou r becau se the fixed 
costs are d istribu ted over more 
u n its. 
Cost of operation a mile for 
tru cks with 25,000 miles or more 
of u se was 38 per cen t lower than 
for the grou p with 15,000 miles or 
less. 
Retu rn load s mean more profits. 
Tru cks which brou ght back a high 
percen tage of retu rn load s con sist­ 
en tly were amon g the grou p havin g 
the low'est operatin g costs. Althou gh 
there was n ot mu ch correlation be­ 
tween costs a mile an d average 
weight hau led , it was fou n d that 
a 
fu lly load ed tru ck red u ces the lon - 
mile costs con sid erably. In the cost 
of hau lin g live stock, the mileage 
requ ired to pick u p a fu ll load is an 
importan t item. 
For the 15 tru cks the average cost 
in clu d in g operatin g labor was 7.2 
cen ts a mile. 
Omiittin g operatin g 
labor, d river an d helper, the aver­ 
age cost w*as 4.78 cen ts a mile. The 
tru cks averaged 9.1 miles a gallon 
of gasolin e, 519.6 milles a gallon of 
oil, 27.3 ton -miles a gallon of gaso­ 
lin e an d 15.2 miles an hou r of 
operation .
